CLAIMS 

We claim: 




1. A device/comprising: 

at least ()ne gathered piece of textured film having textured variations; and 
b. a securii ig means for substantially permanently holding the at least one gathered

piece of textured film together, 

2. The dev ce of claim 1 wherein the film is comprised of polyethylene, 
polypropylene, ethy ene vinyl acetate copolymer, metallocene polyethylene, and blends and 
copolymers thereof 

3. The dey ce of claim 1 wherein the film has textured variations selected from the 



group consisting of holes, embossments, and combinations thereof. 
^uiff (-^^ 4. The device of claim >^herein the embossments have a depth of about greater 
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than about 0 mm to abou>3r mm. 




75, The device of claim 1 whereiirthe film contains textured variations in the amount 
I about 1.6 textured variations/ cm^ to about 248 textured variations/ cm^. 

6. The device of claim 1 wherein the film contains textured variations in the amount 
of from about 80 textured variations/cm^ to about 200 textured variations/ cm^. 

7. The device of claim 1 wherein the film contains textured variations in the amount 
of from about 5.0 textured variayons/ cm^ to about 1 5 textured variations/ cm^, 

8. The device of claiit^ 1 wherein the film contains textured variations in the 
approximate shape of a circre, honeycomb, oval, heart, pear, hexagon, square, triangle, 
pentagon, stellate, rectanofe or combination thereof. 

9. The device qt claim 1 wherein the film has an open area of no more than about 
45 % based upon the t6tal area of the perforated film. 

10. The dei/ice of claim 1 wherein the textured film has an open area of greater than 
about 15% and \e^s than about 35% based upon the total area of the perforated film. 

11. TheTdevice of claim 1 further comprisin g an inne rsubslrateJhat is substantially 
covered by th/ piece of textured film.

14. The dev|6e of claim 12 wherein the inner substrate is disposed between the 
outer sheet of textured film folded upon itself.

b) securing the at least one piei^ of textured film with a securing means. 

23. The method of claim 22 wherei];/the at least one piece of textured film is C- 
folded prior to gathering. 

24. A device comprising: 

25 at least one piece of texturfed film, wherein the device is in the form of a spherical 

poof, a mitt, a cloth having at le^t about 1 .3 textured variations/cm^, a glove, a plurality of 
textured film,appendages attached to a holding means or a textured film pad attached to a 
holding means. 

25. The devip€ of claim 24 in the form of the mitt, the cloth, or the glove, having a 
30 first side and a sec^^nd side, wherein at least one of the sides is comprised of a textured film.

29. A system comprised of: 

a the device^f dslfn 24; and 
b. ^iacti^ material. 

- 30. The system jof claim 29 wherein the active material is selected from the group 

10 consisting of moisturizers, bubble bath compositions, cleansers; conditioners; sunscreens; 
shaving foams; tanning agents; anti-acne agents; anti- aging agents; anti-irritant agents; 
perfumes/fragrance/; moisturizers and mixtures thereof. 

31 . The system of claim 30 wherein the active material is selected from the group 
consisting of oayrieal, perfumes/fragrances, cleansers, conditioners and mixtures thereof. 

32. Tl/e use of the system of claim 29 as a personal cleansing product. 

(^"^3. The system^f claim 29 wherein the active material is impregnated into and/or 
dep6^ed onto the textured film. 

34. The system of claim 29 fuj:;tt1er comprising an enclosure, wherein the active 
material is inside the enclosure. 

20 35. The system ofpteim 34 wherein the enclosure has walls comprised of water 

soluble material or wat^nnsoluble material. . 

^ 5^^^jP^6. The systeprfof claim 34 whereirUhe water solubjp^aterial is selected from the 
/-^group consisting of^ethylcellulose. hydroxyethylcelluiose, caroxymethylcellulose, gelatin, 
sand mixtures tlweof. 

25 37. The system of claim 34 wherein tj^^water insoluble material is selected from the 

group consisting of polyvinyl chloride, ppiyvinylidine chloride, polyethylene, polypropylene, 
ethylene vinyl alcohol, and mixtufe^^nd copolymers thereof. 

38. The systerruefclaim 34 wherein the water insoluble materia! is dispensed from a 
valved aperture in the enclosure. 
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39^^ythe system of claim 34 wherein the enclosure is refillable or replaceable. 
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40. A method of cleaning the skin coi3iprised of 

a) applying a cleanser to ipe skin and/or to the device of claim 24; and 

b) using the device to ci^eate a lather. 

41 . A method of cleaning the sfkin comprised of using the device of claim 24 
5 containing a cleanser to create a lather on the skin. 

42. A method for treating acne comprised of 

a) applying an anti-acne agent to the skin and/or to the device of claim 24; and 
^ b) using the device to distribute the anti-acne agent. 

43. The method of claim 42 wherein the anti-acne agent is selected from the group 
10 consisting of benzoyl peroxid^C retinol, elubiol, antibiotics, salicylic acid, and mixtures 

thereof. 

44. A method for reducing skin irritation comprising: 

a) applying an anfti-irritant agent to the skin and/or to the device of claim 24; and 

b) using the device to distribute the anti-irritant agent. 

15 45. The methdd of claim 44 wherein the anti-irritant agent is selected from the group 

consisting of oatmeal/dimethicone, white petrolatum, zinc oxide, and combinations thereof. 
46. A method for promoting healthy skin comprising: 

a) applying an active material to the skin and/or to the device of claim 24; and 

b) using/the device to distribute the active material. 
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
